I. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Council af Bombay of Comn 
sions to certoin Jageerdare, at the discretion of 
said Governor in Couneil, by virtue of which such 
Jugrerdars shull possess increased powers for collict- 
ing the Revenue dur to them in respect of Lands 
within the Bombay Presidency of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State.

Second —Liters and Newspapers addressed to 
France as well as those to other foreign countries, with 
whieh Fiance is the channel of eommunieation (if the 
Initer are expressly directed to be to seit) will be made 
up in Packets and sent to the French Post Master at 
Marvrillee; but Letters for Foreign Countries, other 
than Franc not specially directed to France, will 
be included jn the Packets for England. Letters, &c., 
for plaves lying between Bombay and Marseilles, will 
be despatclied in separate Packets, 

Third.—Letters for the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain, weighing less than a quarter of an ounce, and 
pasing through France, are charged single postage, 
which by that route amounts to 2s. 8d, By the F 
mouth route, Letters of half an ounce in weight, ara 
subject to single postage only, whieh by that route, 
has now been reduced to Ta. 

Newspapers, if rent via Falmouth, are free of post- 
age; but if transmitted by the way of Marceilles, they 
are charged 2d. each.
